Twist — Pickwick — Uriah 
Heep—Little Nell—Scrooge 
—Mme. DeFarge—these are a 
few of the memorable char- 
acters in literature that men- 
tion of Charles Dickens brings 
to our minds. For Dickens’ 
fame largely lies in the vivid 
fiction people he created, as 
well as his fiery protest against | 
the poverty that he had wit- 
nessed, 

When Dickens entered upon 
a literary career at the tender 
age of 20, he brought to it a 
knowledge of people and 
places amazing in one so 
young. Dickens had already 
lived nearly a life-time, bat- 
tling ‘poverty from _ early 
childhood, 

Born on February 7, 1812, at Portsea, Eng- 
land, he was the son of a clerk ina Navy of- 
fice who could have managed moderately well 
for his family but for his over-optimistic nature. 
Iehn Dickens, the father, plunged the family in- 
to a sea of debt and himself into a debtors’ pris- 
‘en, In those days, a debtors’ prison was an un- 
usual institution, where whole families could 
tent rooms and move in with the unfortunate 
member who had been arrested, All of the fam- 
ily moved in except Charles, but his visits there 
every Sunday to view his family’s humiliation 
imprinted themselves on. his memory strongly 
enough to form many an immortal scene in his 
novels. 

Charles, instead, went to work. At the age of 
11, when other children were concerned with 
their playthings and games, he was apprenticed 
in-a rat-infested boot-blacking factory, earning 
his 6 shillings a week for a paltry existence. So 
dextrous did he become at covering and labelling 
blacking jars that his employers placed him in a 
shop-window where he was.on exhibit, as he 
worked, for passersby. 

“Then, in the optimistic spirit of Mr. Micaw- 
ber of David Copperfield (Dickens’ father 
served as a model for that character) something 
did turn up for his father —a legacy, which 
enabled that gentleman to send his boy to 


school. This school, run by @ 
tyrannical proprietor, served 
as more grist for Charles’ Jit- 
erary mill. 

Charles néxe became in turn 
a clerk in an attorney’s of- 
fice, and a shorthand reporter 
in the House of Commons—, © 
from whence he emefged 
fully determined to write. 

His first bid for fame came 
in 1835, when, under the 
pseudonym of Boz, he wrote a 
series of sketches of provincial 
and London life published in 
London’s Morning Chronicle. 
At that time, he met and mar- 
ried Catherine Hogarth, the 
daughter of one of the Morn- 
ing Chronicle officials, who 
had first given Charles his 
chance.—During the next 32 
years, Dickens produced 16 novels, mainly from 
people and things he had known, 

A Tale of Two Cities, published in 1859,, 
was an exception to this. Dickens was so pro- 
foundly influenced by Carlyle’s History of the 
French Revolution that he wished to add some- 
thing to the understanding of that historical 
period, something to appeal to the popular taste. 
But though this historical romance was a de- 
parture from his other works, the Dickens’ hand 
was strongly visible in his vivid depiction of the 
sufferings of the French people that led to 
revolution, 

Dickens paid two visits to America, one in 
1841, when he was much taken aback by what 
he considered 2 crudeness and breeziness in 
American society. However, when he returned 
some years later on a public reading tour of his 
novels, his opinion of America changed. Here, 
in the United States, he reached the height of 
his popularity. 

He died suddenly in 1870, at the age of 58, 
leaving behind him a fame that has become al- 
most legendary. His. power to draw people out 
ereated reels and reels of highly colored car- 
icatures out of otherwise ordinary humdrum 
human beings; and his power to protest against 
the ills he saw in the social conditions of his day 
brought light into every dark corner of poverty, 
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
